BRITISH STAND AT BAY 

-With Our Hacks to Wall, livery Po- 
in Must lie Held to Hie Last 
Mini", Halg Tells Troops. 



London, April 12— Field Marshal 
Sir Douglas Halg, in a special order 
of the day, addressed to "all ranks of 
the British army In France and Flan- 
ders," Bays: 

"Three weeka ago today the enemy 
began his terrific attacks against us 
on a fifty-mile front. His objects are 
to be separate us from the French, to 
take the Channel ports and to destroy 
the llrltlsh army. In spite of throw- 
ing already one hundred and six divi- 
sions Into the battle and enduring the 
moat reckless sacrifice of human life, 
ho has yet made little progress to- 
ward his goals. We owe this to the 
determined fighting and self-sacrifice 
of our troops. Words fail me to ex- 
press the admiration which I feel for 
the splendid resistance offered by all 
ranks of our army under the most 
trying circumstances. Many amongst 
ua now are tired. To those I would 
say that Victory will belong to the 
side which holds out the longest. The 
French army Is moving rapidly and_ 
in great force to our support. There 
Is no other course open to us but to 
fight It out. Every position must be 
held to the last man. There must be 
no retirement. Without hacks to the 
wall and believing in the Justice of 
our cause, each one of us must fight 
to the end. The safety of our homes 
and the freedom of mankind depend 
upon the conduct of each of us at thlt 
critical moment." 

Berlin, via London, April 12— "Our 
vivtorious troops," says the official re- 
port from headquarters this evening, 
"are progressing through the wide 
Lys plain, between Armentieres and 
Mervllle." 

French Are Moving to Aid British 

London, April 12— Field Marshal 
Haig's report from headquarters In 
France tonight, says: 

"Strong pressure has been main- 
tained by the enemy all day south 
and southwest of Ballleul. Con- 
stant attacks In great force were 
made in this area and are continu- 
ing. 

"Our troops have been pushed back 
slowly in continuous fighting to posi- 
tions in the neighborhood of the Ball- 
leul railway, where they are heavily- 
engaged with the enemy. 

"Sharp fighting occurred also on 
other parts of the battle front north 
of La Besse canal, and the enemy 
made slight progress between the 
Lawe and Clarence rivers. 

"At other points, our positions have 
been maintained. On the remainder 
of the British front the position is un- 
changed. 

"More than 110 German divisions 
ao far have been engaged since the 
morning of March 21. and more than 
40 of these have been thrown into the 
the battle two or three times."

Washington. April 12— No word of 
the landing of American marines at 
Vladivostok to aid British and Japan- 
ese forces already there as told in 
press despatches, had reached tne 
Slate or Navy Departments early to- 
day. 

The addition of American forces Is 
expected to reassure Russian govern- 
ment officials, who for a time after the 
Japanese landed appeared Inclined to 
believe Japan planned an Invasion of 
Siberia. It was believed this would 
emphasize that the action taken Is 
purely of a local character. 

Press dispatches 
said that Bolshevlki officials were not 
so fearful as at first that the Inci- 
dent would lead to an advance in Si- 
beria.

We must tal i 
into account those alleged Irishmen who arc the supporters and 
backers of those who insulted and stoned our sailors in the street <». 
Cork. 

We must obliterate societies of organized crime like the I. W. W. 
We must drive out of public office and public life those who, like La 
Follette, weep over the restriction of free speech and are dry-eyed 
over the assassination of our women and children. We must not be 
afraid to recognize and grapple with those false patriots who own and 
control great newspapers, and who use those great powers to stab in 
the back those who fight alongside our boys in the trenches; whose 
voice is the voice of America but whose hands are the hands of the 
Ilohenzollern.

It seems improbable that, with the great successes recently 
scored on the Russian side, th - German staff would have launched 
this great attack unless they 1 ad decided that the chances were in 
favor of its success. The allied commanders thought, in advance of 
the falling of the blow, that the adds were more than two to one 
against such a blow succeeding. Now the issue has been committed

('(INGRESS WITH "FOR GOD'S 
SAKE HURRY UP" 
APPEALS 

New York, AprlU2— "For Gods 
Sake, Hurry Up!", almost the dying 
words of Joseph H. Choate, Its first 
Honorary President, has today been 
marked up by the National Security 
League as the watchword of its ef- 
forts, over Its motto, "Wake Up, 
America!" Starting today, the mem- 
bers of both houses of Congress will 
be deluged with half a million cards 
bearing Mr. Choate's appeal, sent by 
members of the Security League In 
all parts of the country as constitu- 
ents. 

This wholesale demand upon Con- 
gress by "the poeplc back home" to 
speed up America's participance in 
the war conceived by the Security 
League as the first move in a nation- 
wide campaign to this end, in which 
the league will throw behind the 
Administration the full weight of its 
281 branches and 100,000 member*: 

Mr. Choate, who was 
President of the National Security- 
League from the day of its organiza- 
tion until his death, when he was sw- 
iieeded by Elihu Root, made his "For 
Cod's Sake, Hurry Up!" appeal at the 
dinner of the Mayor's Reception Com- 
mittee to the visiting c.rltlsli and 
French Commissions at the Hotel As- 
tor. this city, on May 11, 1IM7. He 
died three days later.

In line with the campaign will be 
the great luncheon to be given by the 
Security League at the Hotel Astor 
next Saturday afternoon the key-note 
of which will be Money, Munitions 
and Shin — the three things on which 
victory over Germany depends. The 
League's object in holding this lunch- 
eon Is to provide a better under- 
standing of just what the Government 
is doing toward the aggressive prose- 
cution of the war and to emphasize 
the necessity of a more active coop- 
eration with the Administration in Its 
efforts. 

S. Stanwood Menken, President of 
the National Security league, will 
act as toastmaBter at the coming lun- 
cheon and the three vital topics will 
be set forth by— Money — Senator 
Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma, Chair- 
man of the Senate Commltete on Cur- 
rency and Banking: Muntlons — Col. 
Samuel McRoberts, of the Ordnance 
Bureau of the War Department; Ships 
— Bralnbrldge Colby, of the U. S. Shlp- 
ping'Board. 

The Security League will organize 
similar gatherings throughout the 
country in order to Impress the ne- 
cessity of more active and responsive 
support of the Administration upon 
the nation as a whole. 

In discussing the League's cam- 
paign today, Mr. Menken said — 

"The fact that one year ago last 
Saturday we went Into war gives par- 
tlcultr point to the coming anniver- 
sary of Mr. Choates address at the 
last public meeting at which he spoke, 
and in which he cried. 'For God's 
Sake, Hurry Up!' 

"Those who know conditions In 
Washington realise that every depart- 
ment Is working Itself to the extreme 
but that they are still being ham- 
pered by delays In Congress and the 
failure to pass many bills that are 
still needed In considering this. It 
must not be forgote 
things have been done by 
but these are tlmee when the maxi- 
mum effort is hardly enough and the 
Administration must have every bit of 
legislative help that It requires forth- 

Ufc There must be a single direc- 
tion of the war. 

"The President's requests for legis- 



lation should be followed as it is ap- 
parent that he is only acting upon the 
advice of the departmental experts 
and that what he demnnds is essen- 
tial to national safety. 

"Citizens can aid the Administra- 
tion by urging their Congressmen and 
Senators to support the Administra- 
tion bills Immediately. 

"The luncheon to be given by the 
Security League next Saturday at the 
Hotel Astor in honor of Senator 
Owen, Colonel McKoberts and 
Mr. Colby, is to inform the people of 
the Inner details of what Is being done 
by the Administration In connoction 
with the war program."
